THE PRESIDENT'S CHOICE 
"Last year, we struck down an elected vice-president 
for being on the take; this year we are blazing away at a 
vice-president-designate for being on the give.” In those 
words of columnist William. Sa.fi.re, the issue surrounding 
Nelson Rockefeller’s extreme benevolence has been 
crystallized. 


Rockefeller's large financial gifts and loans to his 
friends and associates were well intentioned and in 
character for a philanthropist. There was no evil intent in 
the donations—at least none has been demonstrated or 
proved. 


Still, Rockefeller would be on safer ground today if he 
had endeavored to avoid even the appearance of im­ 
propriety. Thus a statement from him indicating that he 
will avoid such appearances of impropriety in the future 
should be sufficient for this critics and maintain his ac­ 
ceptable status as a vice presidential designate. 


But were Rockefeller to deliver such a statement it is 
clear now that his congressional critics would not be 
assuaged. 


For it is apparent that resistance to the Rockefeller 
nomination is based primarily in partisan political con­ 
siderations. Democrats are delaying acting on the 
Rockefeller nomination in an obvious effort to undercut 
his effectiveness as a campaigner in the current election 
campaigns. 


William Ruckelshaus, former deputy United States 
attorney general, recently termed the delay in 
con­ 
firming Rockefeller a scandal. And Senate Minority 
Leader Hugh Scott said recently he believed the 25th 
Amendment was being sabotaged. 


Ruckelshaus accused the Democrats of dragging 
their feet, because they are fearful of Rockefeller on the1 
campaign trail. He said "What’s going on is a stall to 
insure that Rockefeller will nut become a force m 'this 
election, and what we’ve done is leave the country without 
a vice-president.” 


The nation has too long had Mouse Speaker Carl 
Albert as its acting vice-president. It is time to consider 
'the President’s choice.
